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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The allowability resides in the overall structure of the device as recited in amended 
independent claim 1, and at least in part , because claim 1, as aniended, recites: "rectifier module 
comprising [...] metallic conductive blocks on said one substrate to serve as raised pads, said 
conductive blocks being connected to corresponding leads disposed above said one substrate". 
The aforementioned limitations in combination with all remaining limitations of the claim are 
believed to render said claim 1 and all claims dependent therefrom patentable over the art of 
record. 

Examiner has cited on PTO-892 additional references that teach electrical systems 
employing battery charging rectifier modules with heat sinks. None of the references of record 
taken either alone or in combination is believed to render the present invention unpatentable as 
claimed.
